‘BOSTON OLY PLACE 
LIKELY TO DoLODGt 
OT, LOUIS IN GENoUo 


According to a report just issued by 
the census bureau at Washington. Bos- 
ton is the only city in the country that has 
any chance of displacing St. Louis from 
the position of fourth largest city in the 
United States. The population of St. 
Louis, as now announced, is 687,029. St. 
Louis has increased 19.4 percent, or 111,- 
798 population in 10 years, as announced 


by-Census Director Durand. 


St Louis took fourth place‘among the 
cities of the country in 1890, when she 
passed Boston, with a population of 
451,477. When Boston stood fourth in 
1880 her population was 362,839, and 
that of St. Louis 350,518. Although the 
census figures for this city have not 
been made public, if is believed that 
Boston and St. Louis will retain their 
relative positions in the 1910 census. 

The population of Waterbury, Ct., is 
reported at 73,141, an increase of 27,282, 
or 59.5 per cent, as compared with 45,- 
859 in 1900, 


RIGHT TO ASSESS 
UNION DEMANDED 


(By the United Press.) 

LONDON—At a committee meeting 
here today of representatives of the 
General Federation of Trade Unions, 
Socialist and Labor parties and the Labor 
members of Parliament, called to con- 
sider the recent court decision against 
the rights of labor unions to assess their 
members for the support of their parlia- 
mentary representatives, the strongest 
sentiment developed in favor of demand- 
ing an amendment to the law, under 
penalty of the Laborites and Socialists 
seceding from the Liberal-Labor-Irish- 
parliamentary alliance.

“But the statement itself was such a 
disappointment that the interview be- 
tween President Taft and Senaor Ald- 
rich the morning it was printed was 
frigid. 

“The President had yot vet read the 
senator’s letter, as Senator Aldrich 
called from his yacht early and was 
asked to wait until breakfast was fin- 
ished: But the President had been tola 
that Senator Aldrich in his own defense 
put the onus cf the rubber raise on the 
White House in that he stated the rate 
was raised at the request of treasury 
experts appointed by the President. — 

“The conversation was terminated 
abruptly by the President’s blunt inquiry 
of Senator Aldrich if he was going to 
quit March 3. The senator said that he 
was honest in his announcement of re- 
tirement; said good-by and returned to 
his yacht. 

The World then quotes the federal 
statute to which it refers and gives 
what purports to be the inside history 
of the pressure brought to bear upon 
Senator Aldrich to secure a statement 
from him. 

The World further says: 

“The President can take no act®on 
legally in the matter as under the con- 
stitution the Senate is the judge of its 
own membership. 

“It is pointed out here (Beverly) that

TOMORROW T0 BEGIN 
LONG SPEAKING TOUh 


OYSTER BAY, N. Y.—Theodore 
Roosevelt will start Tuesday on a 
journey of 5493 miles, which will last 
nearly three weeks, and in which he will 
travel through 14 states. During the 
tour he will deliver 14 set speeches, one 
for each state. e 

The party will travel in the private 
ear Republic, attached to regular trains, 
except in a few cases in which special 
trains will be urged for short distances 
to enable Colonel Roosevelt to fill all his 
engagements. Ernest Abbott and W. B. 
Howland, of New York, “who are 
associated with him in his editorial work, 
and Frank Harper, his~ secretary, will 
travel with him. 

Besides his set speeches, Colonel 
Roosevelt will make many extempo- 
raneous addresses from the rear plat- 
form of his car. At almost every point 
along the line of travel elaborate prep- 
arations to receive him are being made, 
and he will be governed in his move- 
ments by a schedule which will keep 
him on the move during his waking 
hours. 

The start will be made ai _t& M., 
Aug. 23, and the first day's jo. riacey will 
be to Utica, where Colonel Roosevelt is 
due at 3:33 p.m. He wi go directly 
to Oriskany, nine miles out of Utica, 
thence to Summit park, a mile farther 
on, Where he is to deliver an address to 
tne farmers of Herkimer and Oneida 
counties. He will spend the night at 
Mohawk, Herkimer county, at the coun- 
try home of his brother-in-law, Douglas 
Robinson of New York. 

The journey westward will be resumed 
at midnight the next night to Chicago, 
where the party is due at 9 p. m., Aug. 
25. At 10:45 p. m. the same night the 
party will leave for Omaha. Arrivin;; 
there at 3:28 m., Aug. 26, the car will 
leave at 4 p. m. for Cheyenne, Wvyo., 
which wil be reached at 10:35 a. m., 
Aug. 27. 

At 


Cheyenne, Colonel Roosevelt will 
deliver his second set speech at the 
cowboys’ carnival. He will spend Sun- 
day with Governor Brooks of Wyoming 
at Cheyenne, and will leave Cheyenne at 
8:35 a. m,, Aug. 29, for Denver, where 
he is to arrive at 11:35 that morning. 

In Denver he will speak on conserva- 
tion, remaining there until 8 a. m., Aug. 
30, when he will start for Pueblo, 
He will reach Pueblo at noon, and leave 
at 12:30 p.m. for Osawatomie, Kan., 
where he is due at 9:30 a. m., Aug. 31. 

At Orawatomie the former President 
will deliver one of the most important 
speeches of the trip, Ir it he will deal 
with a number of the problems with 
which the national administration is 
concerned. He will remain over night 
af Osawatomie, and leave at 9:35 a. m., 
Sept. 1; for Kansas City, where he is 
schedulec to arrive at 12:15 p. m., that 
dav. 

The Kansas City speech will be deliv- 
ered before the Commercial Club. 
Colonel Roosevelt will stay in the city 
until 10:40 p. when he will depart 
for Omaha. Arriving at Omaha at 6:45 
a. m. Sept. 2, he will make a speech on 
the Panama canal, and pass the night 
there. 

The party will start again at 7:50 
a. m. Sept. 3 for Sioux Falls, and is due 
there at 4:30 p.m. that day. At 8 a.m. 
Sept. 4 Colonel Roosevelt. will leave for 
Fargo, N. D., reaching there at 6 p. m 
He will attend the Labor day celebra- 
tion at Fargo and speak on labor. 

Leaving Fargo at 11:52 p. m. Sept. 5, 
the colonel will reach St. Paul at 7:40 
a.m. Sept 6. He will pass the day there, 
attend the state fair and speak on con- 
servation at the national conservation 
congress. He will depart from St. Paul 
at 10:30 p. m. the same day and will 
reach Milwaukee at 7:50 a. m.

CHINESE OF UNITED 
GAOT GOUNGIL VOTE 
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Believed That Delegates Will 
Be Elected to Provincial 
Assembly to Sit at Canton, 
Capital of Kwang Tung. 


CANADA NAMES TWO 


Chinese in the United States are likely 
to participate in an election of delegates 
to the new asembly of the province of 
|Kwang Tung of which Canton is the 
capital and from which most of the 
Chinese in the country come. As a 
‘Chinese cannot be naturalized under 
American law, and as the Chinese gov- 
ernment has recently prohibited its 
|subjects abroad renouncing their na- 
tionality, many Chinese residents are 
entitled to vote. A Chinese election to 
the Kwang Tung assembly has_ been 
held in Canada recently, a Chinese 
prominent locally being victorious over 
about 25 competitors. 

Should there be an election by the 
Chinese in this country it would follow 
the lines laid down in Canada where the 
Dominion was divided into two voting 
districts, the eastern half of the country 
and the western. In the case of the 
United States the dividing line probably 
would come somewhere near Chicago, or, 
iperhaps Omaha. Again, it might be set 
a little nearer to the western coast, for 
most of the Chinese are located in the 
Pacific and adjacent states. 

Whether there will be a ballot partici- 
pated in by the Chinese of Boston is un- 
certain. Stephen W. Nickerson, who was 
made Chinese consul for New England in 
1905, when seen at his Winthrop home, 
doubted if there are members enough of 
th» race in Boston whose qualifications 
would entitle them to vote, for the local 
colony to have interest in the election. 
Of the class who are permanent resi- 
dents here, but eligible to vote were they 
in China, Mr. Nickerson does not -belie-ve 
there is a sufficient number to start an 
election movemeyt. The Chinese are nat- 
urally reticent , and it is difficult to get 
closely in touch with their plans. It 
only within a very few vears that the 
educated Chinese, or the one holding 
property, has been given the privilege of 
‘i.’ ballot and this in only a limited 
way. ) 

Mr. Nickerson was appointed Chinese 
vice-consul in 1902 and in ‘1905 was 
raised to the rank of consul for New 
England, an office conferred on but one 
other American, Thomas W. Barrow: of 
Philadelphia. While in China on official 
in January, 1907, he was ap- 
pointed commegcial agent for this coun- 
try of the viceroy of the two Kwang 
provinces. In March of the same year 
he was appointed commeycial representa- 
tive the viceroy of Chili, who is an 
official of a higher rank than his fellow 
in the south of China, and the highest 
appointive qfheer under. rovalty. Mr. 
Nickerson’s knowledge of conditions 
gained while fulfilling the duties of these 
offices makes his. statements seem au- 
thoritative. Mr. Nickerson resigned his 
position as consul about a vear ago, but 
as the legation desires that he should 
continue to represent the empire in that 
capacity, no one has been appointed to 
fill his place and it is hoped that Mr. 
will take up the work

It is expected that 
wh nu the movement is complete it will 
tura the Chinese empire from an abso- 
lute monarchy into a constitutionally 
governed country.

Making of Embroidery 


in Madeiras 


ADEIRA embroidery, which has be- 
come so fashionable in handkerchiefs, 
low collars, jabots, lingerie and table 
and bureau sets, as well as in allover 
embroidered gowns and skirt and jacket 
suits, is all made in the Madeira islands, 
off the western shore of Africa, op- 
posite Morocco.

The naive workers who produce this 
exquisite embroidery are paid from: 10 
cents to 75 cents a day for their labor, 
the former wage being much nearer the 
average. Men, women and children work 
together, sitting on the grass outside 
their’ thatch-roofed huts.

' Never use a knot in any form of embroidery, 
‘particularly when there is no padding. See that 
the thread is well fastened both at start and 
finish. . 

The secret of good-looking embroidery alike 
on_both sides is to put stitches very close to- 
gether, but never to overlap. By using two 
hands, one above, the other below the frame, work 
is expedited and there is less danger of twisting 
the thread on the wrong side. 

This type of work is excellent for curtain 
borders on sheer lawns and other cotton materials. 
For such work silk is too costly, but good color 
series are to be had in cottons.—St. Louis Globe.

TOMATO SALAD. 

Extract the juice from fresh tomatoes 
which have been chopped, or drain off 
4 teaspoonful paprika. Fill small molds, 
place in a lard tin, and bury in ice and 
salt for 5 or 6 hours. Unmold each 
shape just before serving time on a nest 
of chicory leaves, and pass with this 
a bowl of rich mayonnaise into which 
an equal amount of stiffly whipped créam 
has been stirred. 

. DICED EGG PLANT. 

Pare and dice an egg plant, sprinkle 
with salt, cover with boiling water, let 
stand for 10 minutes, drain and add 
two onions cut in small pieces, one ta- 
blespoonful chopped parsley, one half 
cup rise. Put into a saucepan, with 
one quart of water and cook until the 
water is nearly absorbed. Take from 
the stove and add one teaspoon of but- 
ter, one half cup of strained tomatoes, 
and one teaspoonful of salt. Put into 
a baking dish and bake 25 minutes. 

ARTICHOKES FRIED, 

Having washed and trimmed the arti- 
chokes, cut into thin slices, throwing 
immediately into cold water and vine- 
gar to preserve the color. When ready 
to fry drain and season with salt and 
pepper, Make a batter of three eggs, two 
tablespoons of olive oil and flour. Dip 
the artichokes in this until covered on 
both eftdes and fry brown in hot fat.

armhole. A coat requires this reenforce- 
ment whether it is lined or unlined. In 
the latter case the tailor’s canvas, or 
Whatever is used as an interlining, is 
covered with a facing of the coat ma- 
terial. 
The proper interlining for the front of 
a linen coat is butcher’s linen. Cloth, 
serge, tweed, etc., need a soft, pliable 
tailors canvas. Silk coats should be in- 
terlined with sateen, cotton serge or cot- 
ton henrietta in the fronts and with a 
light-weight lining canvas in soft crino- 
line in the cuffs of the sleeves, The in- 
terlining should always be shrunken, 
dampened thoroughly and ironed euntil 
it is dry, before it is used. Otherwise 
it will shrink on the first damp day and 
spoil the coat.”—Buffalo Commercial. 


How to Lay Linoleum 


To avoid tacking the seams on a 
linoleum-covered floor try the following 
plan: Take a piece of table _ oilcloth 
about one and one half inches wide and 
glue it well to‘ the cloth side. Then 
raise one breadth of linoleum and lay 
the strip, with the glue side up, on the 
underside of the linoleum, allowing one 
half of the width of the glue cloth to 
each side of the seam, being careful that 
the linoleum is pushed well together. 
Press down firmly and place heavy 
weights on it, says the Newark Star. 

When dry, remove the weights and it 
will be almost impossfble to tell there is 
a seam. It is best then to apply a coat 
of varnish, and after this has dried wax 
it With prepared floor wax, polishing well 
with a flannel cloth. The floor will not 
scratch as easily as before and will not 
require mopping each day.

CORSET CORD HAS MANY USES

ORSET cord, which ‘may be bought 
in any Width and length, has many 
uses that few of this generation know 
of, though it was popular 40 years ago. 
The work is done by twisting and 
winding the cord in a spiral, sewing to- 
gether the circle thus formed, and then 
sewing these various circles so as to 
make the articles desired. 

There are table mats, for instance, 
used in these days of no tablecloths to 
keep the hot dishes from spoiling the 
wood. Here the cord rings are simply 
sewed in an oval or oblong shape and 
ornamented with a border of much 
smaller circles. A whole set of various 
sizes may be made in this way.

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REASON POR THE 
FALLING OFF IN 
BOSTON EXPORTS 


Higher Prices for Beef, Cattle 
and Grain Induce Foreign 
Consumers to Seek Other 
Sources of Supply. 


MONTREAL SURPLUS 


Although Boston’s exports have been 
steadily declining over a period of years, 
the, depression in the cattle and grain 
export trade is unprecedented and re- 
flects a condition which is largely true 


of our other leading Atlantic ports. Ex- 
ports of cattle from Boston have de- 
clined over 12 per cent since 1907, while 
shipments of fresh beef have fallen off 
more than 70 per cent. Grain engage- 
ments have become almost negligible. 
Formerly Boston was one of the heavi- 
est shippers of cattle on the“Atlantic 
ecaboard and large quantities of Ameri- 
can and Canadian grain were received 
for export. 

It is interesting to note that during 
the greater part of July big steamships 


dike the Ivernia, Saxonia and Numidian 


were sailing without a bushel of grain 
in their holds. Only recently the Wini- 
fredian, unable to secure grain here, 
sailed for New York to take on a cargo 
of cotton for Liverpool. 

The falling off in beef and cattle ex- 
port is only a little less marked. Total 
shipments of cattle through Boston for

Region TTaversed by Kansas 
City Southern Shows Re- 
markakhle Development in 
Eighteen Months’ Period. 


NEW YORK—As an indication of the 
growth of Kansas City Southern’s im- 
mediate territory, a total sum of $43.- 
261,988 was appropriated toward effect- 
ing improvements in agricultural lands 
and construction of dwellings, commercial 
buildings and factories, during 18 months 
ended Dec. 

In a territory stretching the entire 
length of the Kansas City Southern line, 
from Kansas City to the gulf coast ter- 
minals, the following changes have tran- 
spired during the above specified period. 
Population of this territory, excluding 
Kansas City, Mo., on Dec. 31, 1909, was 
702,311. Immigration during the 18 
months showed an increase of 13,233 over 
the preceding 12 months ended June 30, 
1908. 

A total of 323,791 acres of land was 
sold to individuals at total price of $6.- 
471,862, an average price per acre of 
$20. Actual prices per acre ranged from 
$3.50 to $200. During this same period 
60,235 acres were prepared for tillage at 
a cost of $1,057,520, while $1,234,690 was 
actually expended in improving farm 
lands in the sections. 

Excluding Kansas City, 2436 dwellings, 
representing a total investment of §$2.- 
999,302, 325 commercial buildings and 
factories, with an invested value of $2,- 
760,316, and 30 public buildings with a 
value of $1,073,506, were erected. Mis- 
cellaneous expenditures toward public 
service utilities amounted to $7,312,162, 


a total of $14,145,286 for city and towy, 


improvements. 

Toward new manufactures and plant 
enlargements $7,718,500 was expended. 
Establishment of mercantile enterprises 
entailed $2,155,000. Increasing trans-

SOME COMPARISONS 


NEW YORK—One of the causes as- 
signed by represeytatives of a large in- 
vestment house for the present attitude 
of hesitancy displayed by the investing 
public is the decline in the prices of 
the new bonds, offered since the begin- 
ing of the current year. 


The situation in this respect — 
ever, is not -so serious as casual ob: 
vation would lead one to believe; in 
fact, analysis shows that the list of 
comparatively new offerings, although 
undoubtedly containing several issues 
which have not as yet been satisfac- 
torily distributed, is in a position where 
it would take but comparatively little 
buying to bring it back to the average 
level of the vargous prices at which the 
bonds were originally issued to the 
public. 

A comparison of the present prices 
of over 20 of these new bonds and notes 
with the prices of issue shows but three 
of them now selling at a loss of more 
thangthree points, 16 show declines of 
from % to 2% points, three are prac- 
tically unchanged and oue is materially 
higher.

-PITTSBURG—Steel producers report a 
decided improvement in the general tone 
of the market last week. There has been 
no important increase in the volume of 
new business placed, and it has not been 
necessary toincrease production, but there 
is more interest manifested by buyers in 
forward deliveries, and indications are 
sail to point to a greater desire to do 
business. A feature of the situation is 
that the volume of contracts in finished 
steel products, with which the mills en- 
tered the mid-summer period, proves to 
have been larger than was generally as 
sumed. Mills have been able to main- 
tain in three years of exceptional ac- 
tivity which would up with the depres- 
sion of October, 967. 

It is reported that the two leading 
steel car builders have each about 10,000 
ears ordered, while smaller builders have 
correspondingly large orders on their 
books. These mills will, therefore, 
able to run to the end of the vear at al- 
most full capacity, even with but a small 
amount of additional business coming 
up. The railroads continue to be light 
buyers, but it is regarded as absolutely 
essential that they buy much more lib- 
erally before the steel car industry needs 
additional business. 

One of the most prominent steel in- 
ferests finds that its total booking of 
finished steel products thus far in Au- 
gust exceeds the total of the similar 
period of July. 

The structural trade has shown de- 
cided improvement in the last week. The 
largest contract that for the Man- 
del Brothers’ building, Chicago, involving 
10,000 tons. Contracts have been award- 
ed for the Amicable Life Insurance Com- 
pany building, Austin, Tex., 1600 tons;

LEGIOLATION SHOULD 
HAVE A OUPPLEMENT

of Cornell University, ad- 


dressed the farmers of Wayne county, 


here for the Pomona Grange reunion, 
on the trust problem and the growing 
conflict between publie and private in- 
terests and declared that new legislation 
was needed to supplement the present 
anti-trust law, 

“Justice,” said President Schurman, 
“is the supreme object of government. 
New varicties of injustice spring up with 
the ever-expanding life of society. The 
just. arrangement of vesterday is today 
rank injustice. Railway practises, once 
tolerated if not legal, have been pro- 
hibited by recent legislation inspired by 
the modern conception of railways as 
public carriers. And the railways whose 
domination aroused resentment in many 
states have now been rendered by Con- 
gress the docile and obedient servants 
of. the people. 

“Tariffs which once protected infant 
industries have become favors to mono- 
polistic trusts. The most signifiicant 
feature of the new tariff law, however, 
was the creation of a board of experts 
for the determination of just tariff rates 
in the future. If tariff making here- 
after can be turned over to a board of 
economic and commercial experts we 
shall get far juster schedules than poli- 
ticians can ever evolve. 

New legislation is needed to supple- 
ment the anti-trust. law. For public own- 
ership and management of the capital 
and productive agencies anc instrumen- 
talities of the country we shail be ready 
when the millenium comes, but not 
sooner. Individualistic system of produc- 
tion of other days has largely given place 
te production on a large seale by means 
of consolidated capital and under cor- 
porate management and cuntrol.

destroyed with it, and th'~ we «now is 
not the case, for the wrongdoer, as ‘the 
Bible teaches, shall be saved though 
“tried by fire.” . 

Christian Science is waking people to 
a clearer understanding of the imper- 
sonality of God, and is bringing out the 
understanding of Him as divine Principle. 
This knowledge of God, with its trans- 
forming light, illumines the folly of per- 
sonal condemnation, and teaches the ab- 
solute necessity of reformation. Every 
wrong thought and deed must be un- 
covered and destroyed no matter how 
trifling it may be, but it cannot be 
admitted, for a moment, that anything 
can be gained by dwelling on the wrong 
instead of on the right. Punishment for 
wrong is absolutely useless and wicked, 
except for the purpose of the reform- 
ing of the individual and society. Re- 
venge is no part of divine Principle, for 
as the Scripture says, “He maketh the 
sun to rise on the evil and the good, and 
sendeth rain on the just and on the un- 
just,” showing by this statement that 
God has no desire whatever to punish, 
but simply to save—hence it follows 
that punishment is solely to reform. His- 
tory has been darkened by the lack of 
recognition of this truth and punishment 
has often been merely the instrument 
of revenge. As the world recognizes God 
as divine Principle it will begin to look 
to Him, and.regard His laws, more as

Mrs. Eddy has 
said, “It were better to be exposed to 
every plague on earth than to endure the 
cumulative effects of a guilty con- 
science” (Science and Health with 
Key to the. Scriptures, p. 405). The 
practice of Christian Science has shown 
that frequently disease is the direct re- 
sult of self-condemnation, and that be- 
fore the patient can be healed it is 
necessary to free him from _ this 
trouble. Many people are tormenting 
themselves with the thought that they 
have committed some unpardonable 
wrong, and are suffering terrible torture 
eaused by this abnormal fear, and morbid 
consciousness. Entertaining a frightened 
sense of God they exaggerate their ac- 
tions, attributing to them motives that 
were not there at all, and spend years 
regretting misdeeds that they have never 
really committed. Christian Science 
comes to such sufferers to show the folly 
of wasting time looking backward. 
Good is real, and evil is therefore un- 
real. hence there is no time for dwelling 
on evil, there is only time to recognize 
evil’s unreality and to go forward with 
good.

In 1635 the son of Governor Winthrop 
of Boston went into the Connecticut ter- 
ritory with the title Governor of the 
River of Connecticut. He built a fort «at 
Saybrook at the mouth of the river and 
thus shut out the Dutch from New Am- 
sterdam, who had also appreciated the 
value of the rich lands of the river val- 
ley. In the same year Wethersfield and 
Windsor were founded and the next June, 
1636, the Rev. Thomas Hooker of New- 
town, now Cambridge, Mass., started 
for what was then called “the west,” 
with a company of a hundred folk. They 
traveled on foot driving 160 head of cat- 
tle and droves of hogs through the wil- 
derness. They had to find their way 
by the eompass, crossing rivers on rafts, 
and living mainly by the milk of their 
cows. After a journey of two weeks 
they reached Hartford, where a small 
settlement of English had already been 
made (1635). D. H. Montgomery: in his 
“Leading ._Facts of American History” 
reminds us that this journey now is made 
in three hours or less.

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Monday, August 22, 1910. 


PrESIDENT TAFt and Colonel Roosevelt are 
now finding it quite inconvenient to have 
Taft intimate friends. While both are silent with 
F regard to the political situation, and while 
Roosevelt both seem to be determined to maintain 
oe silence for the time being, the friends of 
Sherman both are talkative and active, and since 
, political observers cannot base their opinions 

upon anything either the President or the

colonel is saying or doing, they are very 
free to take their cue from the intimate friends. For example, 
Congressman Nicholas Longworth, relative and friend of Colonel 
Roosevelt, declares that it is time for Speaker Cannon to retire, 
and this is interpreted to mean that Colonel Roosevelt has finally 
decided to break with President Taft and to go over to the 
insurgent faction. A more striking case is that of Vice-President 
Sherman. He is a friend and admirer of Mr. Taft. A few days 
ago he was chosen by the managers of his party in New York to 
act as temporary chairman of the coming Republican. state 
convention. Colonel Roosevelt had been proposed for this position 
but was rejected. Because Mr: Sherman was elected in preference 
to him, it is assumed now, in extreme Roosevelt circles, that President 
Taft, who esteems the friendship of Mr. Sherman, must have had 
advance information with regard to the intentions of the New York 
party managers with reference to the temporary chairmanship, and 
that, therefore, he must have been cognizant of, and may have 
approved, the attitude of the “bosses” toward his predecessor and 
friend, the ex-President. To many people all this must sound 
childish. Yet it is politics, and it is important as indicating the 
trend of thought in political circles. The belief has been growing 
stronger daily during the last few weeks that, whether they shall 
be willing parties to it or not, the political interests of William 
Iloward Taft and Theodore Roosevelt are going to be forced apart, 
and that each will be called to the leadership of divergent and 
antagonistic Republican elements that nothing short of a crushing 
defeat for the party as a whole will be able to reconcile. 

There are many who believe that the impending split between 
the President and the colonel will go much farther than this— 
that, in fact, it will lead to a new political alignment and the 
organization of two new political parties. In the event ef Colonel 
Roosevelt rising in opposition to President Taft, and to the 
Republicanism that Mr. Taft represents, it seems likely that both 
of the present great parties will furnish followers for each of ,the 
leaders, one of whom, however, must be the Republican while the 
other must be the Democratic standard bearer. It is. probable that 
Colonel Roosevelt would hardly consent to head an independent 
movement; but if he could be assured of support from the 
discontented and disaffected element in the Republican party in 
addition to the support of a practically united Democracy, it i# not 
impossible to believe that he might consider a proposal from the 
latter organization. 

For the present all is mere conjecture.

There is no longer any doubt with regard to the solution of 
the flying machine problem. Aviators are making successful flights 
everywhere. It 1s becoming difficult to recall the names of the 
aviators who from day to day or week to week are now performing 
remarkable feats in the air. We are reaching the point rapidly 
where long and difficult flights will fail to surprise us. We are 
prepared now to learn in the not remote future that some aviator, 
more skilful and more daring than any other, has navigated an 
airship across the broad Atlantic. 

But to the man of a practical turn of mind the important point 
is not what the professional aviator may do next, but what is 
aviation going to do for the average man? How near or shhow far 
is tle time when the average man may safely take passage in an 
airship or attempt to navigate one on his own account ? 

These questions have been answered to some extent already, 
but it would seem that they are to be answered much more 
satisfactorily in the near future. In the first place, ever. within 


the last six months, great advance has been madéin-° the 


simplification of the flying machine. Every step toward gmplicity 
brings the flying machine closer to the man in: the street. 
Simplicity means economizing both in first cost and maintenance. 
It means the popularizing of the flying machine. In the’ second 
place, the interest capital is taking in the development of passenger 
flving machines, as indicated by the news from Friedrichshafen, 
San Francisco and other places, shows plainly that aviation is going 
to be commercialized as surely as was steamboating, railroading, 
telegraphing and telephoning. 

It is only necessary to read the despatches to be convinced that 
the man in the street will soon be afforded an opportunity of a 
journey by air, And if he likes the experience, the opportunity 
will not long be denied him of operating a small machine of his 
own, for business or pleasure.

It 1s in the nature of Canadian politics of 
the partizan stripe that the question of : 
union with the United States shall be United States 
exploited periodically. It matters little 7 
whether it is brought forward by one party and | 
or the other, by its friends or by its enemies ; 
in Canada 

of current political discussion amounts to | 
the same thing. The Nationalist leader of | 
Quebec, Henri Bourassa, in a recent speech : 
in Nova Scotia openly favored a union between Canada and the 
United States as his choice between four possible destinies for his 
country. The three alternatives were her present status, imperial 
federation and independence. 7 

He held that conditions in Canada today make for union with 
the United States in preference to any other plan proposed for its 
future, basing his opinion upon the penetrative influence of trade 
by rail ‘and coastal lines, the mental propensity of the two peoples 
living under the same or similar conditions, industrial and social, 
and the constant intercommunication of Canadians and Americans. 
No other view could reasonably be expected from Mr. Bourassa. 
But he .no more represents the. general thought of Canada than the 
person alluded to in the London Daily Mail of last Friday, who 
is alleged to be promoting reciprocity with the purpose of bringing 
about union, represents the American people on the subject. 

Canadians in general are very well content with conditions as 
they now exist. This does not mean that they are not ambitious 
for their country’s future, nor does it mean that they are purposely 


-or ignorantly or stubbornly blind to the fact that something in the 


nature of a change is inevitable. What it means is that they are 
confident that existing conditions are gradually and safely, if 
slowly, paving the way for a change, concerning the character of 
which no man is competént at this time to speak. ) 
And it is quite opportune and fitting to say in this connection 
that Americans of an observant and thoughtful bent do not flatter 
themselves with the belief that Canadians are pining for. the 
formation of the much-talked-of copartnership. What they hope 
for is, rather, that nothing shall occur to interrupt the present 
friendly relations between the two countries and that careless and 
unwarranted talk of “‘annexation” shall not impair the confidence 
and cordiality that are yearly becoming stronger between the two 


peoples. 


: In spire of the fact that arrangements are said to be almost 
completed for the making of the 3000-mile trip from New York 
to Europe in a dirigible balloon, the flight which Aviator Harmon 
made across Long Island sound, a distance of 26 miles, in his biplane 
last Saturday, is still conceded to be a notable achievement. 


F.LEctTRIC railway officials make the assertion 
with frequency that their lines are not 
paying dividends, and this condition seems 
to be general enough to merit the most 
careful study. As tt frequently 1s made the 
ground for refusal to extend lines or build 
branches for public accommodation the public 
| has an interest in the situation and _ its 
| remedy, if one can be devised. In the past 
~~~ fifteen years the trolley has instituted a 
transformation in the face of the country, but vast regions still 
await impatiently the clang of the gong and the coming of the 
car that will carry the residents to market, to school, to church, and 
bring in the summer sojourner, the home builder and a daily mail 
and express service. If such extensions of the useful and convenient 
trolley lines into remote districts, where there is such demand for 
them, cannot be made reasonably profitable, then the subject_is one 
that deserves painstaking study—perhaps by government. 

As a feeder to the steam railroad the value of the trolley line 
has been recognized by transportation experts, as has been witnessed 
by the campaign of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
railroad to secure control of the electric railways in southern New 
England. If the electric roads cannot be made, therefore, to prove 
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- generally profitable as independent enterprises, some means must 


be found of securing to.the public the benefits of maintaining those 
that are now existent and proceeding with extension wherever the 
potential traffic demands it. One way to accomplish this, perhaps, 
would be to acknowledge frankly tHe union that has been virtually 
carried out in the case of the New Haven railroad and New England 
trolleys, crystallizing it into a public policy in such a way that its 
advantages may be shared by all communities. 

Unquestionably this proposition would find ready advocates 
among steam railroad men, but it has been and most certainly would 
be opposed by many who view askance any form of merger. The 
electric road, however, is too practical a utility to have its permanence 
menaced or, its development retarded by any faultiness of system 
which denies its stockholders legitimate interest on their investment. 
There is an alternative, government ownership, and street railway 
men have admitted frankly that they do not know whether or not 
it wiN be the eventual solution. 

Until the situation is clearly enough understood to warrant the 
formulation of a definite public policy toward electric traction no 
plan that offers improvement 1s unworthy of the serious contem- 
plation of legislators. 


In contemplating a trip to Japan and the Philippines perhaps 
President Taft has in mind the splendid welcome that would await 
him on his return. As shown by the patriotic fervor with which 
the American people have, on occasion, received their homecoming 
citizens from abroad, it seems as if there is a large basis of fact 
in the saying, “Absence makes the heart grow fonder.’ It may be 
that greater distance is needed to provide the perspective necessary 
for the correct estimation of the height of a man as well as a 
mountain. 


Now that the football season is about to open once more, some 
of the schools and colleges that abolished the game last season are 
considering the advisability of taking it up again, but with its 
objectionable features still further modified.

Efe would hardly 
acquiesce in an increase. To many it would be prohibitive. 
Intermittent complaints are heard from the producer, who asserts, 
also with some show of‘reason, that he cannot afford to continue 
in the business on a narrower margin of profit than he recetyes 
at present. The action of farmers in a number of communtites | 
combining to convert their milk into butter, and of not a few 1 
selling off their herds, is more convincing than any amount o 
assertion. | 

Both ends of the milk business seem lean enough. The 
fatness, if any accrues from the transaction, must be somewhere 
in the middle. The small storekeeper, wherever he figures as a 
distributing factor, is not an object of envy. He is not in a 
position to dictate terms to the contractor who supplies him, and 
with fastidious customers, an uneconomical svstem of distribution 
and the requirements of state and city inspection to be met, he 
perhaps would not handle milk at all were it not as an inducement 
to general trade. 

Appearances seem to justify the supposition that whatever ther 
may be in the transaction for producer and consumer, the contracto 
and the transportation company do not perform their part withou 
reward. True, opulence is not proved by the white and gilt pat 
sO conspicuous upon the delivery wagons of the contractor, or br 
the almost palatial city depot with its elaborate and expensive 
paraphernalia for the handling of the «milk. Precautions tor 
cleanliness are amply worth while. But the evidence of the entire 
equipment of both railroad company and contractor is not such as 
to lead to the conclusion that business is being done at a loss. While 
the ratio of profit may be minute the aggregate of business done 
is so large that the total amount is something worth while. If 
it is needed, we have the testimony of a representative of one 
of the contracting firms given during the Massachusetts milk strike, 
that the profits of his company during the past year had amounted 
to millions of dollars. 

It is a satisfaction that the interstate commerce commission 


\ . ; ‘ ° ‘ 
has granted a hearing on the Massachusetts situation. In this state 


the railroad commissioners have been as a rule the court of last 
resort, and this body has long been hampered by the fact that a 
portion of the milk-carrying business was interstate. Try as it 
would to confine its consideration to intrastate issues, considerations 
would intrude that prevented a solution. In the treatment of the 


question by the federal body there is ground for hope. 


THERE can be no doubt that the performances of the flying 
machines are serving to distract much of the public attention that was 
formerly given to the achievements of automobiles. The latter 
are still winning records in speed, power and endurance that are 
indeed notable. As a spectacular mechanical device the automobile 
must now give way to the newer wonder of the air. 


IN MANY respects the interior transportation A 


problems confronting Russia are very similar,

States. Speaking of European Russia only, | | 
the. country spreads over an area which Development | 
makes communication between its several | é i 
sections as difficult and as costly as it has in Russia 
proved to be in this country. The advantage H 
here has been in the fact that settlement | | 
has been rapid. The great lines stretching 
between the Missouri river and the Pacific coast never would have 
been built save in response to the steadily increasing population of 
the territory traversed, and this increase never could have been 
inaintained were it not for the flow of immugration which constantly 
kept pressing the border line of settlement and civilization toward 
the setting sun. 

Russia can depend at present upon no such inflow. Her increase 
in population is mainly that described as natural. Yet the Russians 
have been steadily extending their outposts, after the manner of 
Americans, and with the result that the question of reducing the 
distance both in mileage and in cost between the producer and the 
inarket is as acute in interior Russia today as it is in the great 
producing states of the Mississippi valley. 

There, as here, it has become a question mainly of cheap 
transportation. Railroads have been constructed and others may 
be constructed, but the Russian, like the American farmer, 1s 
looking for transportation rates lower than the railroads are willing 
or able to give. Relief, therefore, is sought in the development of 
waterways, and it 1s interesting as well as instructive to learn that 
Russia contemplates expending in waterway development almost 
immediately not less thar $68,000,000. This work is to be confined 
to central Russia exclusively, and anybody familiar with the map 
of the empire can see that compared with the country's total extent 
the step is but a small one. 

But the main thing is that it means the inauguration of a 
policy that must ultimately solve the problem of interior 
transportation in such a manner as to make the expansion of the 
system feasible and necessary. This apparently small beginning, 
for instance, should make the Russian farmer so much more 
prosperous and contented that his lot will invite immigration and 
settlement. Immigration is what Russia needs in order that 7” 
immense domain now lying idle may be made productive, populous 
and profitable. 
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THE continued rapid growth of American cities as is being indi- 
cated by the census reports shows that the people are still obeying 
the impulse that prompts them to “follow the crowd.” Perhaps 
during the next ten vears the “back to the farm” movement will be 
able to show a larger proportionate increase 1n rural populations. 

IF Boston's mayor, who was secured at considerable experlse, 
is released from his present position that he may become Governor 
of the state, is there any assurance that he would “stay put” in the 
latter office and not insist on becoming President before his guber- 
natorial term had expired ? 
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
